POLICEMEN ARE EVERYWHERE 


But There la No Demonstration Other 
Than of Enthusiasm and 
Good Will. 


SPEECHES AT THE BANQUET. 


NewjYork, Feb. 14.—For the first time 
since the days when he was Governor 
of New’ York, President Roosevelt re¬ 
visited the heart of the East Side 
where, as & guest of the Hungarian 
Republican Club, he dined and spoke 
at the restaurant "Little Hungary.’* 
Guarded by mounted police and Secret 
Service men through streets cleared and 
cordoned by patrolmen, he drove from 
Upper Fifth avenue into the crowded 
districts which lies around Second ave¬ 
nue and Easf*Houston street, a region 
of small shops and tenements and 
largely populated by foreign born cit¬ 
izens. 

From the moment his carriage en¬ 
tered the district he received an ova¬ 
tion. Never before had a President 
of the United States visited this little 
known part of New York, and never 
before had a fraction of the thousands 

that cheered him seen a nation's ruler.

A Wave of Cheering. 


President Roosevelt w'as p\v Huai to 
his schedule. He was due at 7:30, and 
five minutes before thtTfc lime cheering 
began on Avenue B. The police lines 
came to attention,, and a band sta¬ 
tioned, near the cafe struck up "The 
Star Spangled Banner." But after the 
opening bar not a horn could be heard. 
The wave of cheering swept ahead of 
the presidential party and grew Into 
a roar such as East Side tenement 
w’alls never before echoed. The win¬ 
dow’ order was forgotten. As If worked 
by a system of switches, the sashes 
went up simultaneously. Waving his 
hat from the carriage window and 
bowing, the President returned the 
polyglot greeting. 

Therr was no delay. A lane was 
made quickly through the people 
massed at the police line In Avenue A, 
a block from Its intersection with East 
Houston street, and the carriages wdth 
their mounted escort swept up to the 
door of the restaurant At the en¬ 
trance of the cafe there w’as a che^r, 
and tl*e President doffed his hat. He 
started to leave the carriage before It 
reached the entrance and was oh the 
step when the carriage w’as started 
again, but he did not fall. The mount¬ 
ed police lined up opposite the en¬ 
trance until the party entered the cafe. 

In the carriage with the Presldenf 
was Marcus Braun, president of the 
Hungarian Republican Club, whose 
guest Mr. Roosevelt W'as; Police Com¬ 
missioner MoAdoo and Secretary Loeb. 
As the President stepped from the ca^ 
riage tie paused and shook hands with 
several police Inspectors who stood 
near.

Electric lights winked and blinked, 
gaudy bunting fluttered In the wind 
and the great East Side showed Us en¬ 
thusiasm In even’ imaginable way. 
Across Second avenue at Sixth street 
a huge electric device blazed forth the 
single word "delighted." a word fre¬ 
quently used In the decorations. Many 
small shopkeepers apparently had 
spent a week’s profit in elaborate dec¬ 
orations and it has been many years 
since the East Side saw' such a night. 

The district through which the Presi¬ 
dent drove and In which he dined l* 
not the safest in the great city, and the 
police took ho chances. 8o stringent 
were the precautions that not a flash 
light photo was allowed to be taken, 
and uniformed police, plain clothes 
men and detectives fairly swarmed in¬ 
side and out of "Little Hungary." They 
were stationed on the roof and Are 
escapes in the neighborhood, and for 
two blocks on either side of Bast 
Houston street a cordon of police cut 
off the crow’ds. The ordinary police 
cards, permitting entry Into Are lines 
and slllmar places, w'ere suspended by 
order of Police Commissioner McAdoo, 
and no one without an invitation to 
the dinner or a specially Issued police 
card was permitted to pass the tautly 

drawn line of patrolmen.

The night w*rs almost the coldest of 
the winter, but It did not depress the 
spirits of the crowd. Before dusk the 
East Side streets began to pour forth 
their quota bound toward "Little 
Hungary" and these were swelled by 
sightseers from all over the city, the 
latter, perhaps, more anxious to see the 
East Side on a gala night than to catch 
a glimpse of the President- The snow' 
of many storms. Ice coated by alter¬ 
nate thaws and freezes, was breast 
high In the side streets and over these 
heaps the crowds scrambled and 
slipped to secure a vantage point. They 
stood uncomplolngly on the icy crests 
and lingered through the long hours of 
the banquet to again cheer the Presi¬ 
dent on his departure. 

By 6 o'clock East Houston street and 
the Intersecting thoroughfares for sev¬ 
eral squares in all directions were 
blocks by as cosmopolitan a crowd 
as could be gathered In any city In 
the world. At that hour the police be¬ 
gan to clear the streets, and drew 
their lines through which admission 
was gained only by special ticket. A 
troop of mounted police rode slowly 
Into the crowd, and working east and 
west gradually moved the sightseeis 
Into the side streets, where another line 
was established to keep them back. 
The crowds were In the best of hu¬ 
mor, and ; no disorder or resistance oc¬ 
curred. They allowed themselves to be 
herded back, and In a remarkably short 
tinlc the street before the restaurant 
and fur two blocks in either direction, 
as* well os for half a block down the 
a\de street, was absolutely cleared. 

The Windows Crowded. 


Six jjears ago Gov. Roosevelt was en¬ 
tertained at the same plaoe, and when 
he waf Police Commissioner be became 
familiar with every turn of the narrow 
streets through wlvloh he parsed to¬ 
night. In hie police escort to-night 
there Fere spn.e of the men who wore 
their badge* under him when he headed 
"the lbrce," and who still add res* him 
as Commissioner."

SWAYNE CASE IN THE SENATE. 


Washington, Feb. 14.—[Special.]—The 
revolt in the Senate against executive 
usurpation actually resulted In a case 
of lese majeste on the part of Repre¬ 
sentative Littlefield, of Maine fn a 
speech he made In the House this after¬ 
noon. Much to the amusement of mem¬ 
bers, President Roosevelt's policy of 
policing the South American countries 
wa* indirectly referred to by Mr. Lit¬ 
tlefield 1 . who declared that he did not 
believe* the United States Government 
-should be appointed an ambassador ex 
traordlr.ary and minister plenipoten¬ 
tiary for the collection In South Ameri¬ 
can republics of the debts of Euro¬ 
pean money changers, and to make 
their cheeks good. The remark was 
clearly & hit at the President and 
caused a *m-Ue to sweep over the Re¬ 
publican aide of the chamber. Another 
remark made by Mr. Littlefield caused 
tremendous applause on both the Re¬ 
publican and Democratic It was 

to the effect that the Rivers .*urd Har 
bora Bill was equally as Imp nan* a 
measure as the Naval Bill. 

The Senate is making rapid headway 
with the 8wayne case and the proje¬ 
ction will close it* evidence Thursday.

MR. SULLIVAN’S DEFENSE 

Against Charges of Mr. Hearst Ap¬ 
plauded By the House. 

Washington, Feb. l4.~t%e 
chapter of The epl*.j it? bet wee Sul¬ 

livan, of Massa-hus+tU. Ind Mr. 
Hear*!, of New York, occurred in the 
House to-day when Mr. Sullivan again 
took the floor on a question of privi¬ 
lege and related the circumstances lead¬ 
ing up to the Indictment and conviction 
of his fnther and himself for man¬ 
slaughter. In decided contrast with 
the remarks of yesterday when the two 
men heaped upon each other epithets 
and charges of a serious nature, Mr. 
Sullivan'* statement to-day was devoid 
of any further attack on his colleague, 
and was a straight recitation of the oc¬ 
currence referred to by Mr. Hearst yes¬ 
terday. Mr. Sullivan admitted the 
charge, but said that he htrnself had 
only been technically guilty and was 
permitted to leave the court a free man 
without* serving a day's imprisonment 
or being subjected to a fine. His father 
had been Imprisoned a year and a half, 
but on the Introduction of new evidence 
which presented a grave doubt of guilt 
his father had been pardoned. 

Mr. Sullivan's statement was listened 
to with marked attention and at It* 
close he was warmly applauded, many 
members leaving their seats and*shak¬ 
ing his hand. Mr. Hearst w’as not pres¬ 
ent during the time he spoke- 
• • • 

Sullivan's Explanation. 

Mr. Sullivan admitted It to be true 
that on November 24. 1885. his father, 
Eugene J. Sullivan, and he w’ere con¬ 
victed of manslaughter in the Superior 
Court of Middlesex county. Mass. 

"The case arose In this manner,’’ sihd 
Mr. Sullivan. "My father was the sole 
proprietor of a licensed hotel known as 
the Central House, In Cambridge, Maas. 
An Intoxicated man, who was not a 
guest and had not entered the hotel 
that day, came to the main door, and 
my father, seeing him, shut the • door 
against him. Thereupon, the man went 
around to the back door and broke a 
window. My father went out upon the 
street, took the man by the collar and 
demanded that he pay for the damage 
he liad done. The man responded by 

striking him and a fight ensued. 

• • • 

Took His Father's Fart. 


"It is a fact, and one that has never 
been denied, that no weapon® of any 
kind were used by either side. I 
came upop the scene at a time when 
4 my father wws being overpowered by 
this man, and took th? part of my 
father ir the wiruggle. The Jury 
found that the man was knocked down 
by a blow' from my father's fist and 
struck his head against the curbstone 
and became unconscious. There was 
testimony In the trial of the case that 
he never recovered conscioume?* anl 
died some two days after the assault. 
At the conclusion of the trial my 
father was semenced to three years 
In the House of Correction. The Dis¬ 
trict Attorney. % on his own motion, 
stated to lh* court that he would ask 
no sentence against me as I was then 
but a boy. seventeen years old. in my 
first year at the Boston Law Sebdol. 
and without ary moral guilt In the 
master at all; that I was held solely 
Wa |iM» I wn» ores#n.f a n*i .wa.* a nart v 


concerned In the assault and was only 
technically guilty. 

» • • 

Not Fined Nor Imprisoned. 

"Accordingly, the court placed my 
case on ,flle. I was not fined one cent 
nor Imprisoned one minute. After 
eighteen months of my father's term 
had been served the Governor's Council 
of Massachusetts pardoned him, and 
their action was due to the fact that 
tw’o w’ltnesses who did not appear at 
the trial in the court eflme before the 
Governor's Council and testified, one 
that he had gone with the deceased 
the next day to a hotel In Boston where 
he obtained liquor and that the de¬ 
ceased came back with him that night 
intoxicated. The other witness testi¬ 
fied that during the night the deceased 
got up in his house and while proceed¬ 
ing toward the yard which adjoined 
the premises fell down a flight of 
stairs, was then picked up unconscious, 
brought to his bed and remained there 
without regaining consciousness until 
he died. This raised a doubt In the 
minus of the Governor's Council as 
to whether the fall upon the curbstone 
had caused the man's death or the fall 
dow’n the stairs, most of them Inclin¬ 
ing to the view that it was the fall 
down the stairs which produced the 
fracture of the skull that resulted In 
unconsciousness, from which he never 
recovered."

His Speech Applauded. 


Mr. Sullivan received loud applause 
from both sides of the chamber w’hen 
he declared that he walked out of court 
a tree man and had not been Imprison¬ 
ed a day,or fined a cent. The applause 
broke out afresh when he declared that 
under similar circumstances. Jt his 
father w’ere alive, he would go to his 
defense. He took his seat amid re¬ 
newed applause, several members going 
to his scat and shaking his hand. 

Mr. Hearst was not on the floor xvhen 
Mr. Sullivan Spoke, but came In soon 
afterward. 

When Mr. Sullivan concluded, his 
Republican colleague. Mr. Gardner, 
feelingly spoke of his intimate associa¬ 
tion with Mr. Sullivan In the Massa¬ 
chusetts Senate. He testified to Mr. 
Sullivan’s worth as a man. and said, 
amid great applause, that there "la no 
man in Massachusetts to-day for whom 
I personally would sooner lay down my 
life and say that the man Is honest 
and above reproach than Mr. Sullivan."

The Sundry Civil Bill. 

After Mr. Shober. New York, also ris¬ 
ing to a question of privilege, had ex¬ 
pressed the proud feeling of those who 
tyave advocated the principles advanced 
by Mr. Hearst, Mr. Hemenway, Indiana, 
reported the Sundry Civil Appropriation 
Bill, and immediately thereafter the 
Naval Appropriation Bill was taken up. 
with an understanding that eight hour* 
shall be devoted to general debate and 
that the House shall convene at 10:80 
4* m. while the bill Is under considera¬ 
tion. 

Mr. Foss, Illinois, chairman of the 
Committee on Naval Affairs, explained 
th^ bUI. «oying, among other things, 
that the amount carried by It, $100,070,- 
079, was moderate, taking into consid¬ 
eration all the circumstance* which the 
committee had before It. 

Anticipating a deficiency at the end 
of the next fiscal year of from $80,000,- 
000 to $90,000,000, if all appropriation 
bills reported become law, Mr. Little¬ 
field, Maine. Inquired of Mr Foss If It 
was wise or prudent to appropriae In 
excess of revenues. 

Mr. Foss replied that on general prin¬ 
ciples that Congress ought to appro¬ 
priate according to tin? revenue*.

A SWEEPING INVESTIGATION.

The Sundry Civil Bill will prob¬ 
ably not be taken up until* the Rivera 
apd Harbors and Public Buildings Bills 
are disposed of by the House. The for¬ 
mer bill will come up Immediately af¬ 
ter the pastnge of the Naval Bill about 
Thursday afternoon.

1. that It Is not the only far 
Western State where land fralids have 
been committed. 

It was announced some time ago that 
under the direction of Secretary Hitch¬ 
cock Inquiries were being made In ev¬ 
ery State In the West, where there are 
public lands, and that a great deal had 
been developed tending to show frauds 
on a Large scale In public forests,, as 
well as in lands. The timber depreda¬ 
tion cases have been of comparatively 
little consequence, although In many t>f 
them the Qovemment has recovered 
small amounts from Individual tres¬ 
passers. 

While the department officials decline 
to go Into details, there are intima¬ 
tions that more big game will be bagged 
by the special agents of the depart¬ 
ment. Operations will soon be begun 
in earnest In Wyoming and some of 
th£ other Inter-mountain States. Sec¬ 
retary Hitchcock has been directed by 
the President to make the Investiga¬ 
tion as sweeping as possible, and the 
Secretary is expected to remain In the 
Cabinet until he finishes the work in 
which he has already made good prog¬ 
ress.

On the other hand the 
defendant, R. W. Knott. is a man above 
ordinary intelligence and editor of a 
daily* newspaper He 1? surround td by 
his friends to-day and by Ida twelve 
attorneys, among the beat lawyer? of 
the Kentucky bar. A? the editor of a 
paper he has jxrwer to crush or raise 
up, to throw down or elevate. If he 
wishes he oan destroy the character of 
any man or woman in this city I am 
an advocate of a free pre.<^, but the law 
gives no privilege to the press that It 
may publish whac It plea/es about 
whom It pleases. The gentlemen have 
referred to FYrtk, of Rt. Louis, but he 
never punished without a trial. These 
defendants have brought their htred 
•coundrels here to blacken the charac¬ 
ter of this man. Without a trial they 
have condemned him. without evidence 
they have executed him, and in a way 
more serious than this court ecu id have 
done. For there waa no appeal. The

A Commonplace Effort. 


The document was commonplace. The 
only reference to the Russo-Japanese 
war which the King said “unhappily 
continues," was to announce that “My 
Government has been careful to ob¬ 
serve in the strictest manner the ob¬ 
ligations Incumbent upon a neutral 
power.” 

The lengthiest paragraph/ devoted to 
the Balkans. Says the situation con¬ 
tinues to give cause for anxiety. The 
measure, adop(fed at the instance of the 
Austro-Russian Governments, have 
been instrumental in bringing about 
some amelioration in the state of the 
disturbed districts, but ‘ithese mea¬ 
sures have still to be supplemented by 
radical reforms, especially of the finan¬ 
cial system, before any permanent im¬ 
provement can be affected In the ad¬ 
ministration of these provinces of the 
Turkish Empire.” 

• • • 

Cause For Satisfaction. 


The speech noted with satisfaction 
that the Austro-Russian Governments 
had addressed to the Porte proposals 
for this purpose, and added that the 
British Government wns in communi¬ 
cation with the Powers concerned upon 
this Important subject. 

Congratulatory references were made 
to the visit of the King and Queen 
of I%>rtugal to England, to the ratifica¬ 
tion of the Anglo-French convention, 
and to the arbitration agreements 
with Sweden and Norway. Portugal 
and Switzerland. The speech also men^ 
tinned the International commission 
"Intrusted with the investigation of the 
circumstances connected with the dis¬ 
aster to British trawlers, which re¬ 
sulted from the action of the Russian 
fleet In the North Sea. and of appor¬ 
tioning the responsibility for this de¬ 
plorable Incident.”

and prairie chicken* have died for lack 
of fpod. In order to preserve the life 
of the birds, a novel plan hA* been 
adopted. Witrden Wheeler ha* sent out 
a circular letter to all of the deputies 
Instructing them to buy grain from the 
farmer* and scatter the kernels where 
the quail and pralrl« chicken* feed. The 
deputies are authorized to spend $50 In 
each county.

In regard to the most difficult and 
embarrassing question of contraband, 
the Government, Lord Lan*downe said, 
had upheld the wise and time-honored 
policy of securing the narrowest pos¬ 
sible restriction^ of the definition of 
oontraband article*. It was satisfac¬ 
tory to have been ablq to arrive at a 
reasonable modus vlvendi. Since July 
not a single British vessel had been in¬ 
terfered with except where clearly a 
blockade runner. 

Referring to the North Sea Incident. 
Lord Lansdowne said that once and 
only once were the partle* near being 
drawn into the vortex*of war. He need 
hardly say that It arose in connection 
with the North Sea Incident, to which 
he only referred because he deHred to 
acknowledge the kindly remarks of Earl 
Spencer, who had congratulated the 
Government on it* conduct of the nego¬ 
tiation* following the Dogger Bank af¬ 
fair. 

The trouble* In Macedonia were not 
merely a case of Turkish mismanage¬ 
ment which might be ended by a stroke 
of the pen, but the conditions In Mace¬ 
donia were not equaled anywhere In 
the civilized world at this moment. 
Russia and Aunrla. upon whom the 
Powers conferred a mandate to deal 
with the Macedonian problem, have put 
forward a new scheme of reform which 
Ip under discussion by thtTForelffn Sec¬ 
retary The British Government wn* 
satisfied that it marks a considerable 
step in advance.

COST OF SOME NECESSARIES 


LESS TO THEM THAN TO GEN¬ 
ERAL PUBLIC. 


MORE COAL MINES NEEDED. 


Nashville, Tenn.. Feb. 14.—[Special.] 
—The House Penitentiary Committee 
ha* about concluded It* Investigation 
into the affairs of the branch prison 
at Brushy Mountain, and will return 
to Nashville at once to look over the 
main prison. The main Information 
gained at Brushy Mountain seems to 
be that more coal mining land Is need¬ 
ed, and that while the present mines 
are good for several years, more land 
must be eventually purchased. It Is 
also apparent that the distance of the 
main mines from the stockades or 
quarters make it necessary to Change 
the location of the latter at a very 
early date. There la some talk to the 
effect that the committee believes that 
It will be wise for the State to work 
out the present mines, but in the mean¬ 
time to buy coal lands on the main line 
of one of the railroads.

The committee has also found that 
the mines are very economically man¬ 
aged; that there are no useless em¬ 
ployes, and that no extravagant salar¬ 
ies are paid.

Oh lea go, Feb. 14.—Fire partly de¬ 
stroyed the Brevoort House. 143-145 
Madison street early to-day. causing 
a loss of $100,000 to the- building and 
hottfi furnishings and forcing 150 
guests to make a hurried departure. 
Three firemen were Injured, one severe¬ 
ly, before the flames, which burned 
for nearly an hour, burst through the 
roof of the building, after It was 
thought they had been extinguished. 
None of tho guests were hurt. 

The fire, which started from eroded 
electric light wires about 2:30 o’clock, 
was discovered by a bell boy, who was 
almost overcome by smoke In arous¬ 
ing guests and employes of the hotel. 
When the firemen reached the scene 
the flames had eaten their way through 
the third floor and had made consider¬ 
able progress upward through the 
walls. The smoke, which was denr-e. 
hampered the firemen In their work, 
while the guests were scampering by 
every avenue of escape to reach a 
place of safety and the hotel employes 
were busy In arousing them 'by tele¬ 
phones In the rooms. 

While fighting ihe n&mes In the hrtel 
barroom three firemen were Injured, 
one seriously by the collapse of the 
celling. 

The fire was mostly confined to the 
rear of the building, which wa* gut¬ 
ted from the ba.^inent to the roof. 

The hotel, which was eight stories 
high, was owned by the Hannah & 
Hogg Company. And was one of the 
oldest In the city. Nearly all the 
guests were from Western States. 
Many of them escaped from the place 
by a rear fire escape. 

Louis W. Well, a salesman for a Jew¬ 
elry firm In New York, reported to the 
police that $10,000 worth of jewels had 
disappeared from his room during the 
Brevoort House fire to-day.

Winchester, Ky.. F«To. 14.—[Special.] 
—Kentucky Wesleyan College wa* 
burned this morning with all Its con¬ 
tents. proving a total loss. Owing to 
the extremely cold weather the furnaces 
vrejre being pushed to their fullest ca¬ 
pacity and -the surrounding woodwork 
caught fire from the overheated flues 

The 'building wa* valued at $60,000. 
The contents were valued at $15,000, 
Including a library wor.h $10,000, -which 
had recently been augmented by the 
library of Rev. J. W. Fitch, embrac¬ 
ing <ihe largest and mowt complete set 
of Indian relics in the State. The total 
Insurance on the property was only 
$ 20 , 000 . 

The college was a handsome edifice 
of brick and stone and was on an emi¬ 
nence overlooking -the citT$ It was built 
In 1891, at which time It was moved 
from iMtllerrburg after 'tedious litiga¬ 
tion, which extended to the Supreme 
Court of the United State*. It was 
the official school of t<he Mithodlst* of 
Kentucky and Wwt Virgin!* and hai a 
varied and Interesting career. It was 
the successor of Augusta College, 
which was founded by the Methodists 
at Augusta In 1798. This college was 
afterward burned end the Methodists 
took charge of Transylvania College, 
with the famous Bishop B a scorn as 
president. They relinquished control 
of Transylvania In eight or ten years 
and built Kentucky Wedeyan College 
at Mill erf burg in 1858. and it was 
moved to thU cAty in 1891. 

No plans have as yet been made for 
rebuilding the edifice, but school work 
will be resumed Thursday. Some of 
the rooms of Clark Hall will be used 
for recitation room* and others will be 
procured in the vicinity. Ttje use of 
the operahouse wa* proffered, and at a 
called meeting of the Uornmerv/al Club 
resolution* extending sympathy and 
proffering aretnaroce were adopted.

REMARKABLE ELECTION 

Recalled By Death of a Former 
Montgomery County Man. 

Mt. Sterling, Ky., Feb. 14.—[Special.] 
—Hiram WUkerson, aged about seventy 
years, died at Buffalo, N. Y. The body 
was brought to Mt. Sterling and In¬ 
terred to-day. 

Mr. Wllkersoh was a native of Mont¬ 
gomery, this county, and his death re¬ 
calls the most remarkable political con¬ 
test ever held In the county. In 1874, 
WUkerson and Col. R. G. Stoner were 
candidates for Sheriff. The election 
consumed four days, beginning on 
Tuesday morning and closing Friday 
evening. There wore no polls where 
men could go and vote, and tin boxes 
w*ere curried by two men. who can¬ 
vassed the county and took the vote. 
Every voter, whether at home or in the 
middle of the road, was allowed to 
write the-name of the candidate of his 
choice on a ballot and deposit It In 
the box. When the election was over- 
Stoner was declared the winner. 

WUkerson was disheartened over hls 
defeat, and after staying in the county 
a while, he went to New Jersey, where 
he embarked In the stock commission 
business and succeeded. When the 
time came for Col. Stoner to take tTTs 
office he could not give the bond and 
became disgusted, left the county and 
located In Bourbon county. There he 
embarked In the trottlng-horse bus! 
ness and accumulated a fortune. He 
died a few years ago.

Peculiar Feature of the Collision 
the Lake Erie and Western 
In Indiana.

Peru. Ind.. Feb. 14.—A peculiar fea¬ 
ture, It developed to-dny, characterized 
the Lake Erie and Western w*reck near 
Argos, Ind., In which sixteen workmen 
were injured last night. The train dis¬ 
patcher foresaw* the disaster and order- 
led out a wrecking crew In advance. In 
addition, before the collision occurred, 
physicians were summoned by the dis¬ 
patcher from Plymouth, Argos and Pe¬ 
ru. The wrecking train, however, did 
not reach the scene of the accident until 
late to-day owing .to snow drifts and 
two stalled trains that had to be passed 
out of the w*ny. 

None of the injured will die. The 
wreck, which was a head-on collision 
between a w*ork train and a freight, 
was caused by a mistake in orders.

YOUNG LADY FATALLY BURNED 


Miss Minnie Watson, of Mt. Sterling, 
the Unfortunate Victim. 

Mt. Sterling, Ky.. Fob. 14.—[Special. 1 
—Miss Minnie Watson w*as horribly 
burned at the home of her father, Hen¬ 
ry Watson, lo-ckay. She w*as standing 
with her back to the grate when her 
dress caught fire.

Before she was caught her clothing 
had been literally burned from her 
body, the hair singed from the head 
and the entire body burned until the 
flesh fell off when her garments were 
removed. Doctors were hastily sum¬ 
moned. who pronounced her wounds fa¬ 
tal. While suffering excruciating pain 
she Is conscious, but all hope for her 
recovery ha* been abandoned. She ts 
nineteen years old and a popular girl. 
Mr. Watson, her father. Is overcome 
w*ith grief. The girl’s mother died a 
few months since.

Doc 9 It Mean WarP 

As the session of Congress nears Its 
close it becomes more and more ev¬ 
ident that little will be done be¬ 
yond the passage of the General Ap¬ 
propriation bills. Of the -many Impor¬ 
tant measure** on the dockets, which at 
one time seemed reasonably sure of 
meeting with favorable action, there la 
scarcely one of which there la any as¬ 
surance of success. The Pure Food 
Bill, which both before the meeting of 
Congress and since It has been In ces¬ 
sion has received such wide discussion 
and been urged so strongly as a sani¬ 
tary measure. haa apparently been 
hopelessly Shelved. The b!H> for the 
regulatiori.of freight rates by the Inter¬ 
state Commerce Committee, so strenu¬ 
ously recommended by the President, 
has no chance of passage, while 
that for tariff reduction In the Phil¬ 
ippines and the Statehood Bill have 
quite as little prospect of success.

Our River Improvement. 

While it seems that Dr. Hunter, the 
Republican representative In Congress 
from the Eleventh district, has suc¬ 
ceeded In securing a good sum for the 
improvement of the upper Cumberland 
river, ae an Item In the Rivers and Har¬ 
bors Bill, the Kentucky and Big Sandy 
rivers, having Democratic represents 
fives, receive no recognition. The mem 
toers of the Kentucky delegation who 
have thrus failed to receive appropria¬ 
tions for Improvements which have 
long been the subject of chronic neg¬ 
lect, have not been wanting In efforts 

secure the necessary sums, but they 
and their constituents are made to pay 
this penalty on account of their poll 
tics. As has been shown heretofore, the 
Improvement of these two rivers was 
begun by the United States Govern¬ 
ment twenty-five years ago. and if 
proper fairness and diligence had been 
exercised slack water navigation on 
them would long since have been com 
plated. Instead of that, the appropria 
tlon® have been made by driblets and 
by diversion of the funds to other ob 
Ject*. "except that heretofore Kentucky 
has not received the benefit of it, as it 
will In a measure In this Instance. 

The only available fund for the work 
on the Big Sandy river is something 
like $40,000 to Improve Its mouth by the 
construction of a dike or channel from 
the Ohio to the first lock, a third of 
mile above, to enable boats to reach 
the lock In low water, rendered neces¬ 
sary by sand bars. For the extension 
of navigation beyond the pool formed 
by the dam at Louisa at the Junction 
of the Louisa and Tug Forks of the 
Big Sandy, twenty-six miles from the 
Ohio, there Is no available fund, and the 
Improvement of the river will have to 
be suspended a a It has been periodically 
for twenty years or more. Meanwhile, 
work in an unfinished state will suffer 
damage and a good portion of the next 
appropriation will be needed for repairs 
This is a shiftless way of doing bus! 
ness, but it serves a purpose to In 
fluentlal corporations which have 
monopoly of the coal trade of the upper 
Ohio and do not wish to see slack 
water navigation extended to the Big 
Sandy coal fields, whereby their product 
can come in competition with that of 
the Monongahela and Kanawha rivers. 
These coal fields, which lie upon both 
forks of The river, are among the rich¬ 
est and most extensive in the Appalach¬ 
ian basin. Among other veins Is one 
known as the Elkhorn coal, which has 
shown a .thickness of nine feet and 
approximates in richness the cele¬ 
brated Pocahontas coal. There are also 
coking and cannel coals In that region 
only needing an outlet to develop the 
country, which Is rich in timber and 
promising In many other respects, in¬ 
cluding favorable conditions for coal oil 
development. 

The Kentucky tIvct, by the failure 
to provide appropriation for ad¬ 
ditional look* and dams necessary to 
extend navigation to the coal at the 
Three Forks, will be left In the same 
condition. Ten locks and darns have 
been finished, extending navigation 
200 miles from the Ohio, but requiring 
four more to complete the system. The 
eleventh Is under contract and the 
twelfth has been, located at Irvine, the 
county seat of EtfUll county. Toward 
the oonstruction of this there Is avail¬ 
able tout about $50,000. and failure to 
provide additional fund^orrt•construc¬ 
tion Is of a part with the same wasteful 
system of delay which has character* 
Ized the policy of the Government from 
the start. After having been twenty- 
five years in charge of the river, no 
one can foretell when the system to 
which the good faith of the United 
States was pledged to the State upon 


concerned the session eeeirw to be one 
of negation, with scarcely an excep¬ 
tion In any material matter. 

The question naturally arises as to 
the cause of such a condition at a 
time when one diametrically opposite 
was to have been expected. A year 
ago. such negative policy, ns far as the 
controlling Republican majority was 
concerned, was eAi«y of explanation. In 
regard to tariff legislation the general 
refrain from the leaders of the party 
was that a presidential year was not a 
proper one for revision of the tariff, 
and the restriction extended to other 
questions of a political character to 
such an extent that the long session 
was brought to a dose several months 
earlier than usual. The natural infer¬ 
ence was that with the dose of the 


party ore in earnest, and it Is quite as 
apparent that he is aleo. The outlook 
Is therefore altogether favorable for In¬ 
teresting developments at no very re¬ 
mote period. 

Protection For Foxes. 

We have had a good many Illustra¬ 
tions of the policy of giving •'healings" 
with reference to proposed legislation. 
This has been particularly noticeable 
In the case of tariff bills. The 'com¬ 
mittee having the bill In charge an¬ 
nounces that It will hear those Inter¬ 
ested In the bill, and the result Is that 
a great many of these wanting pro¬ 
tection for their products come for¬ 
ward and harangue the committee, 
holding forth the dreadful consequences 
that will ensue If they are not granted 
the privilege of exacting exorbitant 
prices for what they have to sell. Gen¬ 
erally they are allowed to write the 
sections of the bill In which they are 
interested. 

Massachusetts has Just had a hearing 
of a peculiar character. Mr. Charles 
M. Bryant, of Quincy, a member of 
the Great and General Court of Mas¬ 
sachusetts, Introduced a bill for pay¬ 
ing a bounty of $5 for each fox done 
to death within the State. Imme¬ 
diately the fox hunting element was 
filled with excitement and Indignation. 
Such a bill threatened the extermina¬ 
tion of the foxes of the State, which 
dreadful consummation would make 
their fox hounds of no value. They 
asked to be heard before such a radi¬ 
cal measure should‘receive the appro¬ 
bation of the Committee on Fisheries 
and Game, to which It waB referred. 
Accordingly a day was fixed for a hear¬ 
ing. and fox hunters enough were 

of the 


utmost capacity. 

The advocates of the bill were heard 
first, though they were in a hopeless 
minority, numbering only three. Mr. 
Bryant, the author of the bill, said he 
knew that fox hunting wa^iecessary 
In the State, both with living animals 
and the anise-seed bag. but that poul¬ 
try raising was necessary, too. His 
bill was necessary to protect both do¬ 
mestic fowl and game birds. He told 
of a friend of his In Brookline who 
had lost twenty-five hens In one season 
and saw a fox disappearing with a hen 
in its mouth. A poultry raiser stated 
that he lost from $200 to $300 a year 
from the depredations of foxes. An 
other witness toJd of seeing foxes eat¬ 
ing young partridges In the woods. He 
liked to hunt foxes, but he liked hunt-

Some Facts About Cotton. 

Some comparative statistics of the 
growih and manufacture of cotton, aa 
shown by the Agricultural Bureau for 
t-he last twenty-five years, make an In¬ 
teresting exhibit of the. progress of the 
South, especially as the development of 
that section of the country, in many 
other agricultural and Industrial 
branches, has been equally marked. In 
1880 the cotton crop of the South was 
5,757.397 bales, the largest raised to that 
date. The yield of the season Just past 
Is estimated at 12,182.000. the largest of 
record by about 400,000 bales, that of 
1902-03 having been 10.758.326 bales. In 
1880 there were exported 4.500,000 bales, 
lost year 7,000.000 bales, which, with the 
exemption of three years, was the larg¬ 
est amount of cotton ever exported in 
a Blngle year. The largest cotton-pro. 
duclng State Is Texas, with 2,700,000 
bales last year. Next come Georgia, 
with 1.600,000. Mississippi 1.400.000, and 
Alabama 1.131.000 bales. The center of 
cotton production has changed but little 
In a half century It was then twenty- 
eight miles southwest of Birmingham, 
Ala. In 1900 it was thlrty-foiir miles 
west of Jackson. Miss., due chiefly to 
the increase of production In Texas, 
but showing that In the older States 
there had been a normal Increase, In¬ 
stead of decline. 

As, to manufactures, In 1884 the 
Northern cotton mills consumed 1.537,- 
000 bales, the Southern 340 bales. Last 
year the Northern mills consumed 1,- 
966.000 and the Southern 1,958.000 bales. 
There are now In the South 640 cotton 
mills, some of them being the largest 
and best In the world. The number of 
spindles is 7.000,000. The exports of 
American cotton goods are rapidly In¬ 
creasing. amounting In value last year 
to $40,000,000. Comparatively little goes 
to Europe. We send more than $3,000,- 
000 wor^h to Canada, $1,700,000 to Mex¬ 
ico and Central America, more than $2.- 
000,000 to the West 1 Indies, and about 
$4,000,000 to South America.* We are 
now selling, in round numbers, $16.- 
000,000 worth to Asia, $12,000,000 to Oce¬ 
anic®, and $681,000 to Africa. The South¬ 
ern cotlon cloth which finds lt*» princi¬ 
pal market in the Far East, Is less val¬ 
uable than that of the North, only the 
cheaper fabrics being manufactured in 
the South. Most of the labor used In 
the mills Is white and cheaper than In 
the North. This, together witli the fact 
that the mills are In the midst of the 
cotton fields, requiring less transporta¬ 
tion of the raw' material, has been the 
stimulus to the manufacture of cotton 
In the South, and will be a continuing 
factor in making It in time lead all 
other countries In the production of 
cotton fab rics. _

ONLY A FEW LOGS ARE CAUGHT 


The official returns for the first year of 
the war. Including the Port Arthur sta¬ 
tistics, show that 130,439 officers and men 
passed through the hospitals going 
north, of which number 1,710 officers 
were wounded and 1,808 w€ge sick; 
58,890 men were wounded and 72,581 
were sick; 4,007 subsequently died In 
hospitals: 6,474 wounded and 11,248 
sick were invalided; 9,429 returned to 
Russia and 21,554 are still in hospitals. 
Over 77,000 therefore presumably re¬ 
turned* to the ranks. These figure* do 
not include the numbers of those killed 
on the field of battle nor probably 
those slightly Injured who remained 
temporarily In field hospitals. The 
showing is considered remarkably good. 
The proportion dying In hospitals Is 
very* low*, the total loss to the Active 
army in wounded and sick being a 
little over 50,000, of whom almost half 
have still a chance of returning to the 
ranks. The other half will be In¬ 
valided or returned to Russia. The 
killed In battle are estimated to have 
numbered between forty and fifty 
thousand.

Is Increasing Sickness Among the 
Ruselan Soldiers. 

Tokio, Feb. 14.—Reports from Liao 
Yang place the total Russian force be¬ 
tween the Shakhe river and Harbin at 
450,000, of which 280.000 are on the 
ftghdng line. The condition of the 
prisoners and of the bodies of Che dead 
Indicates that the Russians are short 
of shoes and winter clothing. Some 
of the officers are w’earing Chinese 
shoes. It Is believed that exposure to 
the cold is grearly increasing sickness 
among the Russians. 

Later estimates of the Russian losses 
at Helkoutal place the number at 
25,000. 


Cincinnati, Feb. 14.—Tho river was 
falling in the harbor to-day, despite the 
fact that the gorges below* are holding 
very fast. It is the general belief 
among rlvermen that there Is from ten 
to fifteen feet of backwater In the har¬ 
bor here, and this is gradually Jeaktng 
out from the gorges below*. At North- 
bend it w*as rising at the rate of an 
Inch an hour to-day, indicating that 
the severe cold weather stopped the 
leaks In the gorges below that point. At 
Aurora the river has fallen fifteen feet 
In the past few days. From Maysvllle, 
Ky., to Patriot. Ind., the Ohio Is one 
gorge, nearly two hundred miles long. 
At no place is the Ice piled as high as 
at Medoc Bar, near the mouth of the 
Big Miami river. Here the bar runs 
out far into the channel, and the river 
is frozen to the bottom. When the 
gorge above broke, all this Ice plied on 
top of the MedoC Bur gorge and the 
severe cold w*eather of the past three 
days has formed It Into a solid mass 
of Ice. The gorge there Is more fhan 
forty feet high, and It Is said there 
would have to be a tremendous rush of 
water from head waters to push the ice 
over the Medoc Bar gorge.

BIG LOSS TO MILL MEN. 

Only Few Logs Caught On the Ice 
Tide At Jackson. 

Jackson, Ky.. Feb. 14.—[Special. ]— 
The big booms of the Swann-Day 
Lumber Company * south of Jackson 
have only been able to catch 1,000 logs 
out of the Immense quantities passing 
Jackson on the Ice tide. Loggers and 
lumber dealers had waited nearly t%vo 
years for a tide, and the resulting hard 
times will be increased by the logs 
being swept past this market.. The big 
lumber company may come out all 
right by disposing of their logs at low¬ 
er markets, but the smaller mills on 
the upper Kentucky must be hard put 
for work to do. The booms "here are 
now fully repaired, but are of no pres¬ 
ent use as the logs have entirely quit 
running and the river Is practically at 
Its natural stage. The Ice gorge and 
log jam in the river are still unbroken. 

Gorge At Maysvllle. 

Maysvllle. Ky.. Feb. 14.—The ice In 1 
the Ohio river at this point gorged 
again about a mile below this city at 
noon to-day and is now* packing up lq 
front of the city. It Is extremely heavy 
and very dangerous and will undoubt¬ 
edly* freeze hard and pack solid.

All day long 
men have built cables and tightened 
the immense booms preparatory to 
mAke a last effort to save the Jogs 
w’hen the thaw or break come*.

Ono waa that on July 30 of last 
year he had permitted Pittsburg to win 
from St. Ix>u1s in a game played In the 
fptl&er city, The second was that Tay¬ 
lor had conducted himself in violation of 
the constitution of the National League 
ami tn violation of his contract with St. 
Loads. 

At The hearing Taylor gave hts expla¬

* thrown" the game originated. Hr said he 
was not In proper condlt .011 to pitch the 
game, and. knowing this, Pittsburg men 
had bet against his dub. He declared

H ORSE racing In Missouri will soon 
be a thing of the past. Goy: 
Folk hnf advocated ft repeal of 
the '’breeder*’ law," under which 
•the sport was carried on. and a bill which 
will make bookmaking and pool selling a 
felony has Just passed the lower house of 
the Legislature. It Is. therefore, only a 
matter af & few days until Missouri w.ll 
t*e cJ^cd to rn P habitnes the race 
tracks. 

8 uch a law will Injure the breeding In¬ 
dustry of Missouri and cost the farmers 
of that State many thousands of dollars. 
The 1/reedlng of high-class horses Is a big 
Industry there. Many of the bjst s*uldle 
horses a.rul mounts for the cavalry of the 
United States Government and G^eat 
Britain first saw the light of day In that 
State. 

During tho English-Boer War John S. 
Bratton, of St. Louis, sold to the British 
Government 18,000 horses, nearly oil of 
which wt*re bred in -Missouri. Oapt. Mar- 
sham, chief of rhe remount department 
of the British army, su d to Bratton that 
ho was attracted to his horses suitable 
for service In the field because there w\ire 
race meetings of long duration in that 
State. 

With racing nearly continuous in that 
State, he ealu, he was aware that nianA’ 
thoroughbred tun lilt ms, unfit for toe 
tracks, w€*r© purchased by the farmers 
and bred to common marcs. The progeny 
of these horses, ha continued, made the 
best kind of mounts for the cavalry. 

Bratton sold many of these half-bred 
horses to the English Captain. For the 
b*«?t, those that were to carry tho officers, 
•he received $125 each.’ 

The American and English Governments 
demand nn infusion of thoroughbred 
blood In the horses for fhe cavalry M?rv- 
tce. A horse to stand the trybur ordeal 
of hard marches tn the field should have 
good shoulders, plenty of neck, a fine head 
and be deep through the heart, These 
qualities are tranrnrttted only to the 
progeny of thoroughbreds crossed with 
cold-blooded mares. 

H. B. Noll, of Leesburg. Va., had re¬ 
cently purchased from Bratton 735 horses 
of this kind. Nearly all of this number 
will h* used ns mounts for the cavalry 
1 of this country. 

I Bratton states that George K., one of 
the champion high school saddle horses 
of the country, owned 1 by Adolphus 
Bueoh, of St. Louis, wns bred in Mis¬ 
souri and Is a son of a thoroughbred 
mated with a common mare. George 
1 Wntsrm also owns one of the best saddle 
horses In the country in Henriotte, w'hich 
Is tlhe offspring of this particular kind of 
breeding. 

The small farmers of Missouri, who de¬ 
pend much .on the tale of these saddle 
horses, sav that the closing of race tracks 
In tih«\ir State frill be harmful to the 
breeding Industry and cost them thou¬ 
sands of dollars each year.

Birmingham, Ala., Feb. 14.—The

mnm’ng and the trains on all railroads 
are delayed. However, the sun appear¬ 
ed this morning and it Is hoped to rem¬ 
edy the wire service during the day. 
The thermometer went to zero last 
night, the night being the coldest of the 
winter. The weather Is now moderat¬ 
ing. 

Suffering At Lexington. 

Lexington, Ky.. Feb. 14 — [Special.]— 
At 5 o'clock this morning the ther¬ 
mometer registered 7 degrees below 
zero. At noon It was 12 degrees above 
zero. The cold weather has worked 
quite a hardship on the poor people of 
the city, and as a result the charity 
organizations are taxed to their limit 
supplying food and coal.

ARGUMENT ADVANCED IN AD¬ 
MINISTRATION CIRCLES. 


PAUSE GIVEN NEGOTIATIONS. 


Washington. Feb. 14.-Secretary Hay 
ha© nst yet communicated to the rep¬ 
resentatives of the Powers here with 
whom he had negotiated arbitration 
treaties, the action of the Senate Sat¬ 
urday In amending those conventions, 
and It Is probable that he will not do 
so. permitting them to take notice for 
themselves of what has occurred, which 
they have done. The conventions are 
now In the custody of Mr. Allen, the 
-librarian of the State Department, and 
unless h«* receives other orders from 
Secretary Hay. they will remain in the 
files of the department and will not 
receive further diplomatic treatment 

• • • i 

Some Powers Are Willing. 

Tt has developed that not all of the 
Powers tire unwilling to accept the 
amendment to the treaties made by the 
Senate, and this Is particularly the 
case with some who, while holding 
that th* amendments have devitalized 
the conventions, are willing to conclude 
them from sentimental conditions, and 
merely as fresh evidences of the 
strength of the growing feeling that 
International disputes should be settled 
by arbitration. 

• • * 

Others Powers Decline. 

There are other Powers, however, 
which positively decline to accept the 
Senate amendment, and to exchange 
ratifications on that basis. The prin¬ 
cipal basts of their objection to pro 
ceedlng further with the treaties Is 
found In the argument that the con 
ventlons would be entirely one sided. 

• • • 

An Administration Argument. 

It Is pointed out In administration 
circles In further evidence of the al¬ 
legation that the President has sought 
to establish no precedent in treaty 
making, that under The Hague treaty, 
to which the Senate gave its approval, 
the Executive has power to make spe¬ 
cial arrangements for arbitration. Arti¬ 
cle XXXI. of The Hague treaty, touch¬ 
ing this point, reads; "The Powers 
which have recourse to arbitration may 
sign h special act (‘compromise ! In 
which the subject of the difference Is 
CteArly defined, os well as the extent 
of the arbitrators’ powers."

ANTI-CANTEEN ACT 

Is Not Regarded With Favor By 
Secretary Taft. 

Washington. Feb. 14.—A circular Is¬

WARM RECEPTION 


GIVEN TWO HIGHWAYMEN BY 
WILLIAM JONA8. 

Bobert Cotter Arrested On Suspicion 
By the Police. 


While on his way to his rooms at 230 
Beat Madison street, at about 10 o'clock 
Monday night. William Jonas, a young 
medical student, routed and put to 
flight two highwaymen who had at¬ 
tempted to hold him up.

The train on the Pittsburg, Cincin¬ 
nati, Chicago and St. Louis railway, 
which should have arrived at 6:43 
o’clock Monday evening, was several 
hours late, and as the engine drew Into 
the station the sack containing first- 
class mall w*nt wrong and instead of 
landing on t'he platform and remaining 
there Mid under the cars, the entire 
train pairing over it before the man¬ 
gled pouch was Anally found. Many 
of the business letters were torn, but 
most of these escaped serlour Injury, 
though the hundreds of valentines suf¬ 
fered badly.

morning to prepare breakfast. The fire 
had been burning but a short tlma 
when the explosion occurred, caused by 
the steam and expansion of the Ice in 
the closed box. 

As a result of the blow'-up a piece of 
Iron struck Mrs. McLaughlin on the 
nose, cutting a bad gash, while hot 
water was thrown all over her. The 
window lights were broken out and the 
stove badly damaged, while fire and 
cinders were scattered over the kitchen, 
endangering the house from fire Dr*. 
Charles Molr and George Gans attended 
Mrs. McLaughlin’s Injury, w'hlch proved 
nothing serious. 

No personal Injury resulted from an 
explosion of a like nature In the homo 
of Mrs. Helena Stuecker. at 1038 Shelby 
street. Miss Mamie Stuecker hod left 
the room a few minutes before tfc« 
wreck. However, several window lights 
were blown out und lhe stove was bad¬ 
ly w'recked. The explosion scattered 
fire brands ever the kitchen and set fire 
to the room, but this wa* extinguished 
before It gained a dangerous headway. 

The water-box explosions happened 
about the same hour, while another ac¬ 
cident seriously burned Miss TilHe 
Lorch. daughter of Jacob Lorch. a 
butcher, at Clay and Lampton streets. 
Miss Lorch went to the kitchen td pre¬ 
pare breakfast bn a gas range. When 
she applied the match an explosion oc¬ 
curred, which burned her face and 
hands Investigation proved that in 
some manner the Jet to the ov^n had 
been left open and the ovc-n was full 
of gas. causing the explosion. Miss 
Larch's Injuries were not of such & 
nature as to require the attention of a 
physician:
